The sample market were upheld by

of attempting to rescind the regulatio | 
he eaid the better course would be to 
inorease and improve present facilit- 
ies and extend sample marketing.

Obviously, if tariffs can kill im- 
ports Canada will not get rich ig 
the next few years from tho pro- 
ceeds of its exports of farm pro- 
duce to the United States.

As Usual.

If there 
is to be a cancelling of debts all 
round it is easy tosee who is going 
to be the ‘‘goat.’’ 


Taking Matters In Hand. 

The lawless conditions along the 
international border have resulted 
in a murder at a small town in 
Saskatchewan. There is nothing 
surprising in that, exeept that it 
did not happen sooner. It is appro- 
priate, too, that the crime occurred 
on the Canadian side of the line, 
and not the American. The Cana- 
dian authorities have permitted 
the bootleggers to get out of hand 
and to build up a tremendous and 
prosperous business of whisky- 
running into United Stetes terri- 
tory. Now that tthe inevitable has 
occurred, the police are to be pro- 
vided with high powered cars and 
machine guns, and the border pa- 
trolled with a force someway com- 
parable to the job of dealing with 
the outlaws. All of which is pre-- 
cisely what should be done, and 
should have been done long ago. 


Under New Managment. 

The new general manager and 
board of directors of the Canadian 
National Railway system have 
been selected. The chief executive

A Farmers’ Tariff 
Against Farmers.. 

After @ twenty month struggle 
the law-makers at Washington 
have finally got the new U. 8. 
Tariff framed, ratified, signed, 
sealed, incorporated in the sta- 
tute books and functioning st the 
custom houses. The measure 
went into effect on September 22. 
If the time spent in preparing the 
schedules counts for anything the 
tariff would surely be ‘‘all things 
to all men’’ and stand a fair 
chance to justify the claim that 
it will be ‘‘permanent.’’ In any 
case it is to'be supposed that it 
will stand while the Harding ad- 
ministration continues, and until 
the party which sponsored it 
gives way to one fvith more mod- 
erate views on the question of ex- 
cluding foreign products. 

It has een generally under- 
stood that jthe new “ariff was to 
be protective in principle, and 
drawn up with a view to doing 
anything the Fordney emergency 
bill failed to do to keep out things 
made and grown outside of the 
Republic. ‘Also, that while gen- 
eral in jits application, the rates 
would be fixed with due regard 
to the supposed need of shutting 
out the particular kinds of pro- 
ducts which Canada has been sell- 
ing on the other side of the line. 
The schedules finally approved 
confirm both expectations to the 
limit. It is certainly a ‘‘protec- 
tive’ tariff. And it is certainly 
aimed to keep out Canadian pro- 
duets. P 

The mew measure is also essen- 
tially a farmer's tariff. It was 
dominated, if not dictated, by the 
agriculture] bloc at Washington.
